Over the 
past 10 years, it has outperformed 
every mutual fund in America,

If you hod put $10,000 into 
First Financial in 1988 and kept 
reinvesting thrf dividends, you 
would have $195,000 today.

Six of 
the top 10 mutual funds over the 
past five years, according to 
Value Line, are specialists in 
financial services, three in tech- 
nology and one in energy. Over 



the past 10 years, the top five 
funds ore all financial. 

The big question, of course, is 
whether you’re too late to join in 
all the fun. 

The truth is, I don’t know. But 
consider this: I mentioned First 
Financial to renders in 1995, a 
year in which it was returning 63 


percent to its shareholders. Was it 
too high then? Well, in the past 
two years, it’s up another 121 per- 
cent 

This isn’t meant to be a paeon 
to First Financial, but an encour- 
agement to look carefully at 
banks, insurers and financial., 
firms in general. Four trends 
have been helping these compa-. 
nies: falling interest rates, which 
lower the cost of the money they 
sell; consolidations; that is, merg- 
ers that make Hrms more e/fi- 
, dent; a booming economy, which 
boosts the demand for credit; , 
cost-cutting and better manage- 
ment through technology; and 
deregulation, both here and 
throughout the world. 

Will those trends continue? 
You'll have to answer that one 
yourself. 

Certainly, the big banks and 
brokerages ore unlikely to enjoy 
the huge run-ups we’ve seen since 
1990, when they were flat on 

th eir backs. Citicorp, fo r examp le, 

has soared from $11 eight years 
ago to $128 today; Wells Fargo Sc 
Co., from $44 to $313; Merrill 
Lynch & Co n from $4 (accounting 
for splits) to $68.

Its P/E, based on 
1998 estimates, is just 7, accord- 
ing to Bloomberg Financial News. 
Doral.FinancioI Corp. is a fast- 
growing Puerto-Rico company. 
And, then, there’s Ugly Duckling 
Corp., a used -car and finance com- 
pany based in Phoenix with a 
1998 P/E of 6. 

— -Some of these stocks'seem — 
risky. In recent months, investors 
have become worried that con- 
sumers — especially low-earners 
— are overextended and can’t pay 
back the loans, credit-card and 
otherwise, that aggressive lenders 
have foisted on them. 

Ugly Duckling has plummeted 
by half since October. Another - 
First Financial stock, IMC 
Mortgage Co., which caters to bor- 
rowers who can’t get conventional 
loans, has lost nearly two-thirds of 
its value in a year.
